HE following statement has been issued by Florence Bayard Hilles, 
a Acting Chairman of the National Woman’s Party, from the 3 
quarters of the Party in Washington: 

“The death of Mme. Curie has brought forth renewed acclaim of her high 
achievements as a scientist and as a humanitarian from many of the fore- 
most figures in the fields of chemistry, physics and medical science through- 
out Europe and the United States. The National Woman's Party wishes to 
add its tribute of admiration and gratitude for Mme. Curie’s contribution to 


the cause of women. 


“Although Mme. Curie urged equal suffrage for women, she never allied 
herself with any Feminist group, nor indeed with any political or social 
movement; nevertheless, her life itself constituted a noble fulfillment of the 


Feminist ideal. With a beautiful simplicity, and without the slightest — 


attempt to aggrandize herself, she combined brilliant intellectual accomplish- 
ment and distinguished humanitarian service with intelligent and loving 
performance of the functions of a wife and mother. Her discovery of radium 
was made in the closest and happiest collaboration with her husband. In 


2 5 acknowledging the Nobel prizes awarded them, the chief concern of each 


was that due credit be given the other’s share in the work. After Pierre 
Curie’s death, Mme. Curie succeeded him as professor at the University of 
Paris and published a history of his life and work in addition to carrying 
forward her own researches and scientific writing. One of their daughters 
has become a musician of talent, while the other, trained as her mother’s 
assistant in research, is now herself recognized as an investigator of inde- 
pendent ability. 

Thus, through her scientific achievement, her personal life, and her 
children, Mme Curie has furnished an outstanding vindication of the modern 
woman's desire to live fully and to play her part in the world through the 
development and use of whatever abilities lie within her. For the inspira- 
tion her career and her character afford to women, the National Woman’s

INCE the adoption of the Equal Nationality Treaty and the signing by 
S four nations ‘of the Equal Rights Treaty at the Seventh Conference 

of Pan American States in Montevideo in December, nothing has caused 
such rejoicing among Feminists as the news of the adoption of a new consti- 
tution by Brazil which wipes out every discrimination against women. 

In area—it is larger than the United States—and in population, but 
also in every other respect, Brazil is one of the leading countries not only 


of South America but of the world. Its population is over thirty and a 


half millions which means that, through the adoption of its new constitution, 


about fifteen million women, roughly speaking, have had their status raised 


to an equality with that of men. When, in addition, it is realized that 
every country of South America, except Venezuela, became a party at Monte 
video to the Equal Nationality Treaty, subject to ratification by its legis- 
lative assembly, and that Uruguay, Paraguay, Cuba, and Ecuador also signed 


the Equal Rights Treaty, it looks as if the sun of justice will soon irradiate 
the entire South American continent. Reckoned in square miles it already, 
in Brazil, lights up about one-fifth of the entire western hemisphere. 


On page 206 are listed the new rights and dignities with which the new 
constitution invests the women of Brazil. They include equal nationality 
rights as a matter of course, Brazil having been a participant in the Equal 
Nationality Treaty at Montevideo. In addition, Brazilian women now have 
equal citizenship with men, equal individual rights, equal pay for equal work, 
participation in government and on technical commissions, and the right 
to act as regular functionaries in all departments of the public service. 

What a commentary is this new constitution of Brazil on the “New Deal” 
in this country with its smug discriminations against women in NRA codes. 
Brazil has felt the effect of the economic upheaval like the rest of the world, 
but, instead of making women the victims, it proposes that each citizen shall 
bear her or his share of the burden. Instead of dismissing married women 
teachers and government employees, it provides for all citizens a maximum 
working week of six days and a maximum day of eight hours. It says no 
worker’s wages shall be less because of age, sex or marriage. 

All honor to the brave and gallant men and women of Brazil who hold 
honor and justice in a country’s laws as of greater importance than mere 
economic expediency, and to whom a woman is as much a human being as 
her brother man.

nz triumph of equal nationality 
rights so brilliantly achieved at 


Montevideo for the nations of North 


and South America by Doris Stevens, 
Chairman, and her co-workers on the 
Inter American Commission of Women, 
is now to be carried into other inter- 
national fields. 


It will be remembered that, after se- 
curing the ratification of the Equal Na- 
tionality Treaty by the United States, 
Miss Stevens and her collaborators were 
instrumental in having the treaty de- 
clared open for adherence to all the na- 
tions of the world. A campaign to carry 
out this purpose and to make equality in 


nationality a world-wide principle of 


international law is now under way. 
Heading a committee, representing the 


International Relations Committee of the 


National Woman’s Party, Alice Paul, 
Founder of the Party, has arrived in 
Geneva, and on Tuesday attended a meet- 
ing of the Woman’s Consultative Com- 
mittee of the League of Nations. Accom- 
panying her were Lola Maverick Lloyd 
of Chicago, and Rowena Green of San 
Antonio, Texas. Armed with the endorse- 
ments of the Pan-American countries at 
Montevideo and ratification by the United 
States of the Equal Nationality Treaty, 
a demand was to be made upon the League 
to have this Treaty, which is open to the 
adhesion of all governments, submitted 
to those nations which are members of 


the League. Its acceptance would remove 
the discriminations against women now 
embodied in the Nationality Convention 
of the International Code of Law pro- 
posed as a basis for World Court action. 

Both the Equal Nationality and Equal 
Rights Treaties are being brought up for 
endorsement at important international 
Feminist conventions meeting in Europe 
this summer, These include the Inter- 
national Council of Women, with which 
the National Woman’s Party is affiliated, 
and the Women’s International League, 
which will meet in Zurich in September. 

In a statement before sailing, Miss Paul 


outlined the purposes of Equal Rights in 


the international field since the founda- 
tion of the International Committee of 
the Woman’s Party, including the Equal 
Rights victories of Doris Stevens and her 
co-workers at Montevideo and empha- 
sizing the main developments in the move- 
ment as follows: 


Two Equality Treaties, one on Nation- 
ality and one on full Equal Rights have 
been launched and are before the govern- 
ments of the world for action. The Equal 
Nationality Treaty has been ratified by 
the United States, and signed by all but 
one of the countries of Latin America. 
The Equal Rights Treaty has been signed 
by Cuba, Ecuador, Paraguay and Uru- 
guay. 

The Hague Nationality Convention and 
conventions adopted by the International 
Labor Organization at Geneva discrimi- 
nating against women, have been vigor- 
ously opposed. 


The Inter American Commission of 
Women has been created to carry forward 
the work for Equal — in the Western 
Hemisphere. 

he League of Nations N Con- 
sultative Committee on Nationality has 
been created and is carrying forward the 
Equal Rights campaign in connection 
with the League. 

The Equal Rights I nternational;. an 
international organization working for 
the Equal Rights Treaty, has been created 
and is keeping the issue of Equal Rights 
before the League of Nations. 

The Open Door International, an inter- 
national organization, has been created 
and is working for equality in industry. 


The members of the International Com- 
mittee include Lola Maverick Lloyd, 
Chairman; Doris Stevens, New York; 
Lillian von Matsch, of Washington and 
Austria; Emily Smith, Paris, France; 
Betty Gram Swing, London, England; 


Margaret Whittemore, California; Mrs. 
William Kent, California; Florence Bay- 


ard Hilles, Delaware; Mrs. Lloyd Wil- 
liams, New York; Marion May, New 
York; Mrs. Lane Dixon, Maryland; 
Emilie Berliner, District of Columbia; 
Maria Bye, Swarthmore, Pennsylvania; 
and Madeline Doty, New York. 

Miss Paul will also attend, as a dele- 
gate, the meeting called in Paris for the 
first week in August by Gabrielle Duchene 
in protest against treatment of women 
under Fascist and dictatorial eid 
ments. 


“Century Progress” Hears Equal Rights 


HREE Illinois organizations — the 
Illinois Branch of the National 
Woman’s Party, the Illinois Council 
of Business and Professional Women, and 
the Illinois Branch of the Women’s Inter- 
national League for Peace and- Freedom 
arranged a meeting, recently, in honor of 
Florence Bayard Hilles, First Vice-Chair- 


man of the National Woman's Party, and 


Anita Pollitzer, Secretary of the Con- 
gressional Committee, in the Illinois Host 
House at the Centary of Progress Expo- 
sition. 


Mrs. Edwin Lobdell, who was one of 


the most active leaders of the Illinois 
Branch of the Woman’s Party during the 


suffrage campaign, opened the meeting 


and turned it over to Lola Maverick 
Lloyd, member of the National Council 
of the Party. Mrs. Lloyd told her hear- 
ers, many of whom had come primarily 
to see the Exposition, but had not ex- 
pected to hear about their legal status, 
that, contrary to general belief, women’s 
legal rights were not won with the grant- 
ing of suffrage. She introduced Mrs. 
Hilles, paying tribute to her devotion for 


many years to all efforts that have been 
made in behalf of the advancement of 


the status of women, and to her willing- © 


ness to give so unstintingly of her time to 


the cause in which she believed. 


Mrs. Hilles astonished her hearers with 
a recital of some of the existing laws 
which operate against women. She said 
that in some States the father may will 
away the child from the mother; the 
father is sole guardian of the child; the 


child’s earnings and services belong to 


the father alone; and if a child is injured 
in an accident, the father alone may sue 
and collect damages; a father is sole heir 
of a child who dies without will or de- 
scendants; the wife’s earnings belong to 
the husband; the wife’s personal posses- 
sions, jewelry, and clothing belong to her 
husband; a married woman, even though 
living apart from her husband, may not 
sign a contract, as for instance, to go into 
business without his consent; damages for 
injury to a married woman belong solely 
to her husband; divorce laws are much 
more difficult for the wife than for the 
husband; inheritance laws discriminate 


against women; women have not the 
right to serve on juries; women teachers 
in public schools have not the same pay 


for equal work as men; and women are 


prohibited from working at certain occu- 
pations, such as mining 
neer, ete. 

Mrs. Hilles said that, as a basis for re- 
moving all discriminations against wom- 
en, the National Woman’s Party has for 
the past several years been making a 
study of every law, State and national, 
with every court decision, bearing - 
the position of women. 

This investigation, she said, is by far 
the most extensive and thorough - going 
ever made into the legal status of Ameri- 
can women, and is for the first time giv- 
ing to women that knowledge of their 
legal rights and disabilities which is 
necessary for a campaign to remove these 
disabilities. 

Mrs. Hilles also reminded her hearers 
that the National Woman’s Party 
launched the present Equal Rights cam- 
paign after the suffrage victory in 1920. 
It drafted and had introduced into Con- 
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gress the Lucretia Mott Equal Rights 


Amendment to the National Constitution, 


which reads, “Men and women shall have 
Equal Rights throughout the United 
States and every place subject to its 
jurisdiction.” 

“Around this Amendment the Wom- 
an’s Party has conducted a nation-wide 
agitation for Equal Rights, which has 


changed the trend of thought in this coun- 
try and abroad and has stimulated belief 


in the principle of equality for women,” 
she said. 7 

The next speaker was Mrs. Carter H. 
Harrison, wife of a former mayor of 
Chicago. Mrs. Harrison is one of the 
official hostesses appointed by Governor 
Horner to officiate at Century of Progress 
events and to welcome and greet distin- 
guished guests. Mrs. Harrison thanked 
Mrs. Hilles warmly for her inspiring talk 
and expressed her own interest in the 
movement. 

Anita Pollitzer, Vice-Chairman of the 
Party and Secretary of the Congressional 


Committee, then spoke vividly of happen- 
ings during the Congressional session just 
closed. She explained the significance 
of the Equal Nationality Treaty and 
Equal Nationality Bill. 

“But the importance of the present 


moment in women’s long struggle for 


equality cannot be estimated,” she said. 
“In the passage of the equal nationality 
legislation we won our first nation-wide 
victory since suffrage was won, With 
the women of many European countries 
losing the gains they had made during 
the last generation and being pushed back 
into a position of complete economic de- 
pendence, it is vital that American women 


put forth every effort, not only to retain 


what they have won, but to make new 
gains toward their final goal of complete 
equality.” 

At the close of the addresses, Mrs. Lloyd 
opened the meeting to questions and an 
interesting half-hour followed, many in 
the audience joining in a discussion of 
“prohibitive” industrial legislation, laws

against women, and the necessity of the 
Amendment. 

A resolution to Representative Everett 
Dirksen of Peoria, member of the House 
Immigration and Naturalization Com- 
mittee, thanking him for his constant, 
effective help in the passage of the Equal 
Nationality Bill, was adopted. Resolu- 
tions to the President, and to the Illinois 
Representatives in behalf of the Equal 
Rights Amendment were also passed. A 
resolution directed to Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins, urging that she work for 
the repeal of Section 213 of the Economy 
Act, was adopted. 

Alice Boynton introduced a resolution, 
also adopted unanimously, which reads, 
“Resolved, That the Hitler Government, 
in lowering the status of women, endan- 
gers the status of women the world over, 
and that this Government in limiting 
woman’s functions to that of child-bear- 
ing, each male child being a potential 
soldier, further endangers the peace of 
the world.” 


The NRA and Protective Laws fox Wee 


HE NRA in its onward sweep has 
uprooted many established ideas 
and customs — customs long con- 
doned, ideas long cherished. It is charged 


with overrunning sweat-shops and States’ 


rights, abolishing child labor, and doom- 
ing the small independent business man. 

Amazingly too, it has solved the prob- 
lem of special labor laws for women, rele- 


gating that whole vexed question to what 


is beginning already to seem an incredibly 
remote economic past. | 


So painlessly, almost imperceptibly in- 


deed, has this been accomplished in the 
whirlwind transition from the old order 
of things to one still in the making, that 
the effect of the Recovery Act upon such 
legislation is not yet fully apparent even 
to its proponents and sponsors, who little 
dreamed what it would do, or realize even 
now what it has done, to such cherished 
ideas as the minimum wage and other 


welfare laws for women only. 
Yet today, to any one pausing, how-. 


ever briefly, to take a long breath and a 
backward look over the road we have 


come, from the crest of the high hill to 


which we have so rapidly climbed, it ap- 
pears to many that protective laws for 
women and children in industry have been 


swept aside—superseded and rendered ob- 


solete by the higher standards imposed 
by the NRA codes. 


It is the unique distinction of the NRA | 


that it has succeeded, albeit unwittingly, 
in terminating this controversy on the 
basis of a solution satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. 

Though protective legislation, was well 
established before women were nationally 
enfranchised, forty-three States having

laws limiting women’s work prior to 
1920, enactment of such measures was 
due largely to organized labor. : 
Upon adoption, however, of the national 
suffrage amendment, the nineteenth to be 
written into the Constitution, women 
awoke to this new method of achieving 
results, and, looking about for results to 
achieve, began indorsing measure after 
measure for legislative enactment. In- 
creasingly for the first few years follow- 
ing enfranchisement, women’s organiza- 
tions indorsed protective legislation or, 


inversely, opposed industrial equality, in 
large numbers, later reduced by the with- - 


drawals of several groups. 


Among these were the General Federa- 


tion of Women’s Clubs, the National 
League of Women Voters, National Coun- 
cil of Catholic Women, National Council 
of Jewish Women, the National Women’s 
Trade Union League, the National Asso- 
ciation of Teachers, the National Associa- 
tion of Homeopathia Women Physicians. 
Organizations which lined up with them 


but later withdrew were the American 


Association of University Women, the 
members voting to study the question be- 
fore again registering themselves pro or 


con; the Women’s Christian Temperance 


Union, and the National Business and 
Professional Women who had opposed 


industrial equality in a letter to Congress. 


On the other side of the question, up- 
holding equality as against protection, 


were the National Woman’s Party, the 


National Association of Women Lawyers, 


various State organisations of Business 


and Professional Women, Zonta and 
- Quota clubs, and an increasing number of 
industrial groups and other self-support- 


ing women who, growing more articulate 
on the political field and more numerous 
on the economic, are realizing more fully 
the effect of such laws on their opportu- 
nity for employment and advancement. 

Curiously enough, the contentions of 
both sides concerning these laws are true, 


the difference in attitude toward them 


being largely a matter of emphasis, of the 
relative importance attached to one or 
the other contention by the two schools 
of thought. 


For there is no doubt that, as stated by 


one side or the soe the effects of such 
laws are: 


1. To shorten hours and increase wages 
for women in the lower registers. 
2. To help men by the establishment of 
higher standards for women in industry. 

3. To handicap women in securing 
work, since such special regulations do 
not apply also to men, and thus tend to- 
ward the replacement of women by men 
and’ boys. 

4. To lower women’s economic status, 
keep them in the ranks with little chance 
of advancement, and to. perpetuate the 
psychology that they are cheap labor and 
inferior to other adult workers. 

So mich for the effect of the protective 
laws on women. Now for the effect of 
the codes upon such laws, beginning with 
the abolition of child labor. 

Down through the English Common 
Law, women have, with children, been re- 
garded as wards of the State, to be legis- 
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lated for as minors, the laws limiting 


hours of work applying to both, and rat- 


ing alike the capacity of woman and child. 
Now, with the abolition through the codes, 


of child labor, the chain that has bound 


women as wage-earners to children has 
been broken and a millstone taken from 
the necks of women in industry. 

Next comes the inclusion of men in 
hour regulations, with equally vital effect 
upon special laws. This inclusion had long 
been urged by Feminists who repeatedly 
pointed out that, where regulations apply 
to a woman and not to her male competi-

happiness before our short time upon this 
is finished.”

N a letter published recently in the 
| Delmarva Star, Wilmington, Delaware, 
Florence Bayard Hilles, First Vice-Chair- 
man of the National Woman’s Party, ex- 
presses the appreciation of the Party to 


Senator Townsend of Delaware for his 


support of the Equal Nationality - Bill 
and the Equal Nationality Treaty. Mra. 
Hilles writes: 

“In the session of Congress so recently 
concluded, for the interest and assistance 
given to two important measures regard- 
ing the legal rights of women by the Hon. 
John G. Townsend, I would like to say 
a word of praise and gratitude. At no 
time did he fail us. In many ways both 
buy his vote and active interest he assisted 
in the successful passage of the Equal 
Nationality Bill, whereby American wom- 
en were given Equal Rights with men in 
all matters pertaining to nationality. 
Also, he lent his valued aid when the Sen- 
ate ratified the Equal Nationality Treaty. 
Since both these measures were sponsored 
by the National Woman’s Party, and I’m 
glad to add, assisted by many national 
organizations of women, my knowledge of 
his splendid aid and friendship for our 
cause, leads me to make public these few 
words of appreciation and gratitude for 
him.”

Brazilian Women Win Notable Victory 
HE new Constitution brings to 
Brazilian women the most perfect 

triumph of all their political and social- 

economic aspirations,” asserts Nina Hirsh 
in the July Number of The International 

Women’s News of London. 


This progress,” she continues, “is the 


crowning victory achieved by a 15 years’ 
campaign and efforts realized with ad- 
mirable perseverance by the brilliant 
Feminist leader, Dra. Bertha Lutz, and 
her active staff of co-workers, inspired by 
the same ideal. Only the real collabora- 
tors know how difficult and great were 
the efforts made by the representatives 
of the Women’s Associations united in 
the Brazilian Federation for the Ad- 
vancement of Women. The Committee 
for Political Action, directed by Dra. 
Bertha Lutz, Dra. Marie Luiza Bitten- 
court, Sras. Maria Sabina de Albuquer- 
que, Heloisa Rocha, Noemia Esposel, 
Anna Amelia Queiroz Carneiro de Men- 
donca, and other well-known progressists, 
appeared every day at the Constitutional 
Assembly, pleading their cause, not only 
with the ‘leaders,’ but with individual 
members of the Assembly. The State 
Branches of the Federation, as well as 
the other allied Associations of Brazilian 
Women, wrote and telegraphed many 
times to the members from their States in 
the Assembly. Thousands of printed cir- 
culars and addresses were distributed 


every day and sent to the deputies, ex- 


plaining each time the special matter to 
be discussed and voted, and the articles 
that women’s organizations themselves 
wanted to introduce into the New Bra- 
zilian Magna Charta. Thanks to this sys- 
tematically organized and efficient action, 


the Brazilian Feminists succeeded in ob-

ments. It was a real hundred per cent. 
victory. All these points have been ac- 
cepted and incorporated in the text of 
the new Constitution, Brazilian Women 
have achieved participation in Govern- 
ment, and in the Technical Commissions 
(Art. 83): the right to act as regular 
functionaries in all departments of Pub- 
lic Service (without distinction of sex 
or marriage); three months’ leave with 
full rights for women officials at child- 
birth (Art. 88); Equal Rights of Nation- 
ality for men and women, (Art. 136); 
equal citizenship, (Art. 133); equal in- 
dividual rights (Art. 142); equal re- 
muneration for equal work, without dis- 
tinction of sex. The social order ensures 
protection to maternity and to children, 


protection to youth, and preference for 


women in all departments of welfare for 
mothers, children, home and work condi- 
tions, and the right to be heard on legis- 
lation and its enforcement, concerning 
these matters. Women were expressly ex- 
cluded from military service; though the 
Minister of War wanted to include them, 
they held out for peaceful reasons and 
won. Their political rights and other 


privileges do not suffer restriction or prej- 


udice of any kind by the exemption from 


military service.”
